Holland also is said to fear German 


reprisals in the event that Germany re- 
turns to an imperialistic regime. 
It 


is learned that Premier Lloyd George, 
is insisting upon the extradition of the 
former kaiser to fulfill his pledges to 
the English people. 
He has pointed 


out that conviction of the erstwhile 
war lord would convince the German 
people themselves of the criminality 
of the Hohenzollerns and prevent their 
return to power.
